On Sunday morning at a quarter to 


one o'clock the weat side engine houee 
bell itruck up a lively firo alarm, simul 
taneouely with loud, quick bias (s from 
the whistle on the switch engine ot th 
northwestern freight depot, tbo western 
part of the oity being buddenly 
brilliantly illuminated, indicating iha 
an extensive fire was in progress in tho 
part of the city. A moment nfterward 
there was a heavy explosion, and ful 
lowing this the illumination ceased, 'an 
all was again darkness, earo now cm 
then .tho bright full moon reflectit, 
through tho floating clouds. But 
moment later the oast eido fire bel! auc 
one

at tho depots joined in discordant soundi 
making one of the liveliest fire alarm 
heard in this city in many years. Th 
firemen with their apparatus were in tb 
streets in quick time, but not knowing 
the exact location of. the firo went oat on 
a "wild hunt". No. one going np Mil wan 
kee street, and after locating the fire, 
save time wentto the Osntral fire cistern 
No. 2 started for tho fire cistern at th 
first ward school house, but after Cndin, 
the fire went back to the raceway.

flames and beyond the power to save 
The excited peoplo commenced pushm 
cars away from the depot and not payin 
particular attention to tho brakes, inter- 
fered considerably with the bone, whic!

one instance the hose was run over ED 
out, making a vexatious delay in geltin, 
water from one ol tho engines. Tho fir 
was a hot one, and it was with consider 
able difficulty that thfi burning building 
could be approached. It was totally de- 
stroyed, with nearly all tho contenls 
One passenger oon^h ^a u uuggago CB 
-irorc somewhat s^orohcd, but were shoved 
out of harms way. The eurroandinp 
property was wet down, confining 
IOPS exclusively to tho depot. 


Parties arriving at the firo first claim 


that tbe heaviest parb of Lthe firo was on 
the north side of tho building some ten 
or twelve feet east of the office; that par 
ot the Biding ot tho building was bulged 
out, as by the result of an explosion, and 
that oil or some similar combustible was 
burning, Tho east doors were opened by 
some one to get out articles, opening up 
» draught, and in a moment tha whole 
building was |one mass of flames. Bu 
few articles were removed; the books and 
papers belonging to the Jcompany in the 
office were taken out, but Agent Crofc'e 
private desk was destroyed.
